Weequahic 
on a memorable autumn day Our course was somewhat dubious and the waters 
were full of uncertainty; but with the aid of Captain William Silber and his capable 
staff, our troubles were soon tossed to the winds like a spray of foam . It was 
off to the high C's for some of us who made a port of call at Carnegie Hall with 
the music classes and were charmed by this sample of choral and symphonic music 

Comparatively new voyagers on the S.S. Weequahic, we all enjoyed being 
spectators at sports events; namely, football and basketball games; and when an 
organization known as O. B. A. sponsored dances in a huge stateroom, we faith- 
fully attended, hoping to become better acquainted with some passengers on higher 
decks Our ship pushed on through tranquil seas until June, and then a group 
of talented voyagers presented a music festival, highlighted by the notes of Bizet's 
“Carmen”, for the enjoyment of their fellow passengers . . . Soon, with inexpress- 
ible delight, we cast off for deeper waters where we expected to board a larger vessel. 


SEPTEMBER, 1949: A; we entered the Straights of Sophomoreland, we 
abandoned our little tugboat and boarded a massive, impressive vessel with a laby- 
rinth of corridors and cabins . . . Like a gigantic wave, confusion settled over our 
awe-filled minds . Suddently, sneering, sophisticated upperseamen deluged us 
with elevator tickets, directions to cabins of a non-existent upper deck, instructions 
for us to go to the stern for rooms actually on the bow, and invitations to swimming 
parties held in a mysterious pool; but we found a ready compass in the form of small, 
orange books issued for a quarter's worth of seaweed . . . We were then provided 
with an adviser, Captain Kahn, who constantly proved to be our guiding light . 

In October, we docked for a while at the shores of Untermann Field to witness the 


dedication ceremonies and returned later to see the first football game held there 
Returning to our ship, we were introduced to the complexities of algebra 3 
verbal problems, foreign language conjugations, biology dissections, “Julius Caesar,” 


keeping our eyes off the keys in typing, and gazing enviously at the lofty upper- 
seamen. 


SEPTEMBER, 1950: Now, after serving an apprenticeship of two years, 


we gained sufficient knowledge about travelling to navigate a course of our own 
in Juniorland . . . The first step consisted of selecting a group of commanding 
officers: Allen Merkin, Eddy Hadley, Loretta Portnoff, and Barbara Seligman, who 
proceeded to direct our course towards Seniorland . . . When we reached the port 
of 3A, half-way to our destination, the admiral’s cap was placed upon the head of 
Gil Honigfeld, with the remaining officers continuing at their present steering posts 
‚.. On April 12 and 13, members of the vessel had the passengers rolling on the 
decks with laughter at the adventures of the characters in “Junior Miss" .. . In May, 
Commander-in-chief Max J. Herzberg announced his retirement; and a mist of 
sadness pervaded our hearts when we thought of losing this friend who had earned 
our profound respect by performing his myriad duties so sympathetically and ex- 
pertly . . . A fitting salute was rendered him in the form of a play, "Saga of A 
Wonderful Guy," which was presented on M. J. H. бау... As proof that a touch 
of the landlubber remained in us still, we withdrew from the ship on one bright 
June day to picnic at Grover Cleveland Park in Caldwell. Completely uninhibited, 
we revelled on land, eating marshmallows, singing raucously, and playing spirited 


games. Drooping with exhaustion and whispering in strained voices, we returned 
to the ship. 


SEPTEMBER, 1951: It was with exultant spirits of seniority that we set 


out again, this time on the final lap of the journey with our new Commander-in- 
chief, Michael Conovitz, at the helm. Mr. Conovitz capably assumed his titanic 
responsibilities as chief officer and contributed his efforts to keeping our ship 
sailing calmly and smoothly . . . Assisting the steering of our course were Hadley, 
Merkin, Portnoff, and Centuori . . . All hands joined on deck on the afternoon of 
September 26 at a special assembly program to honor a visiting dignitary, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, who enlightened us with her message about democracy. She ad- 
vised us that sailing would not always be smooth, but that the bell-buoys of edu- 
cation, understanding, and courage would steer us to halcyon days ... We were 
pleased to learn that some of our fellow-passengers were members of the S.S. Wee- 
quahic's football team, which had scored a success by winning the City Champion- 
ship Award in November . . . As the ship plotted its course, voyagers gathered in 
the gym where the frivolous 4B Hop was held; and in our best attire, we enjoyed 
a "Sleighride Through The Stars." As the evening progressed, passengers departed 
for other cabins (including the “Rustic Cabin") . . . In January, many old salts 
left the vessel, relinquishing it to our care at Torch Day, when we promised to 
assume the responsibility of keeping the boat on an even keel . . . At a similar 
ceremony in June, we bequeathed our sea-faring responsibilities to a group pre- 
paring to take over our posts . . . The prelude to the climax of our voyage was a 
magnificent Prom on June 12 at the Terrace Room Cabin of the Mosque, where 
the shipmates met for an unforgettable evening of festivity . . . On June 18, 1952, 
we triumphantly reached the shores of Graduation, overjoyed at the completion of 
our cruise on the S.S. Weequahic, yet sad at the termination of so many wonderful 
experiences on board.
